Dr. Kate Millett, author of 
“Sexual Politics” and other well 
known works on Women’s 
Liberation, declared herself a 
“working revolutionary...happy 
to be back in touch with young 
people” and “a _ professed 
homosexual” yesterday before a 
press conference at CSUS. 

Millett who is a Distinguished 
Visiting Professor of Women’s 
Studies this semester, felt that 
although she had not spoken to 
President James Bond on the 


magazine.”” Dr. Bond declined 
comment on the subject, after 
his office was reached by 
telephone. 

Homosexuals, Millett felt, 
were as oppressed as women, 
Blacks, and Chicanos in this 
society. “It’s breathtaking the 
prejudice you run into (as a 
homosexual) in trying to get 
simple rights like getting a job or

a place to live... You always have 
to worry avout losing your job,” 
she said. 

Millett discounted any 
accomplishments of the 
California penal system saying 
“They have a great militant 
prisoner movement. That’s what 
they’ve accomplished...It’s 
almost a state of war behind 
bars.” 


She felt there was never any 
reason to laugh at the Women’s 
movement, since they had such a 
long history of oppression. 
Anyone who laughed at this, she 
said, is being so arrogant “‘that it 
verges on being inhuman.” 


Millett who is teaching two 
courses, one on Prisons, and the 
Prison System and the other on 
Women in Literature, had much 
praise for the woman’s 
movement, the Women’s Studies 
Dept., and the Gay Studies 
Dept. on campus. 


Millett graduated Magna Cum 
Laude from the University of 
Minnesota and received her 
Ph.D. with distinction from 
Columbia. Besides her fame in 
the women’s movement she is 
also known for her sculpture 
work, having had exhibitions 
throughout the world. Her 
previous teaching assignments 
include the University of South 
Carolina, Barnard College, Bryn 
Mawr and Columbia University. 
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in the Sacramento County Jail 


In the following article Ben 
Holstrom, astudent here, tells of 
his experiences after being 
arrested by Sheriff Duane 
Lowe’s deputies for passing out 
anti-war literature. Sheriff Lowe 
is being asked to respond to 
Ben's description of his 
treatment. 
by BEN HOLSTROM 

I was taken prisoner by the 
Sacramento County Sheriff's 
Department for trespassing on a 
publicly used sidewalk outside 
of the Mall at tke Country Club 
Shopping Center. 

When this happened, my 
constitutional privileges were 
cancelled and my _ personal 
experience with social justice 
began. 

I was arrested and jailed for 
committing the following 
“crime.” I was distributing 
information in the Mall for the 
Sacramento Peace Center on 
Jan. 19 because the following 
day (Inauguration Day for 
Richard Nixon) had been set 
aside as a “Day of Commitment 
~ Day of Disassociation” by the 
anti-war movement. 

Within hours I was stripped of 
my clothes and locked into a 
small room in the County Jail. 
The room was filled with 
officers who had come to watch 
and enjoy some kind of lewd 
performance. 

The three hours that I spent 
as a “criminal” made me become 


concerned about my 
constitutional rights, and for 
good cause. The privileges I 
thought I enjoyed as a citizen, 
including that of free speech, 
were abridged. My right to be 
secure against unreasonable 
seizure was violated. Equal 
protection of the law no longer 
existed. 

The right to remain silent 
meant nothing to the officers 
who twisted my arms in order to 
make me talk. I lost my 
protection against excessive bail. 
I was denied due process of law, 
because at worst I should have 
been cited for trespassing and 
released immediately. 

In addition to these 
indignities, when they finished 
playing their games with me, I 
was thrown out, so to speak, 
without being charged as a law 
‘violator. No apologies were made 
and they laughed when | asked 
to be driven back to where my 
car was parked. 

Now for the details of what 
happened on Jan. 19. After 
picking up my leaflets at the 
Peace Center, I spent about an 
hour and a half in the shopping 
center distributing them. A 
uniformed private guard from 
the shopping center approached 
and told me to leave. 

I thought about his request 
for a moment and decided: 
shopping centers in Sacramento

before they are butchered, the 
following happens: the animals 
are jammed into livestock 
trucks, packed so densely that 
many faint from the 
concentrated stench of urine 
which has accumulated. These 
are called ‘“‘downers’’ by 
livestock traders. .Those who 
make the journey, nearly crazy 
from thirst, are herded into pens 
with shocking rods capable of 
giving first degree burns. The 
animals smell the blood and hear 
the screams of others, and 
secrete massive amounts of 
adrenalin in sheer fright 

They also often lose control of 
their bladder and bowels in their 
terrified state. Then they are 
individually shackled, an iron 
chain attached to their hind 
ankle, and jerked upside down 
six feet off the floor, with a 
distended tongue hanging from 
their mouths. The thigh arteries

A Ride 


Dear Ms. Editor 

As an_ Aviation Officer 
Recruiter I must take exception 
to your statement that “The 
Navy apparently hasn’t extended 
its new liberal policies to include 
recognizing women as_ people 
yet’ (Feb. 5 issue of the 
Hornet). 

In January 1973 four women 
entered officer training for the 


express purpose of becoming 
Naval Aviators. Upon 
commissioning, they will join 


four other women (previously 
commissioned officers) for 
approximately 18 months pilot 
training. ““Tokenism!” did you 
say? Not quite. It’s a pilot 
program (no pun intended) to 
demonstrate the feasibility of 
opening all aviation programs to 
women. It’s scope is limited as 
are all such programs but as soon 
as the United State Code 
changes tec allow women to 
assume any role in the country’s 
defense, you can expect the 
Navy to take the lead in 
assigning women such duties 

OK, so why did Lt. Erickson 
say “airplane ride to any 
MALE CSUS student?” Simply 
because he did not want to leave 
the impression that women are 
currently eligible for the Navy’s 
aviation programs. We will be 
happy to test any female student 
and give her an airplane ride if 
she qualifies with the same 
scores as a male student, but we 
will also caution her that we 
cannot at this time accept an 
application from her because of 
U.S. law. It might not be fair but 
it’s an area for Congressional 
action - the Navy has gone as far 
as it can.

stood there I had to listen to 
crude insults. They finally gave 
me a set of “blues” and allowed 
me to dress 


Later I was taken back to the 
desk for more questioning.

I asked to make a phone call 
and was told that | couldn't 
until | signed a false statement 
Two of Sheriff Lowe's deputies 
grabbed me and twisted my arms 
back into a painful and awkward 
position. They took me to a 
moderately large cage filled with 
prisoners 


Hardly was I inside than an 
officer yelled, “Holstrom, come 
out here.” A_ photo = and 
fingerprinting technician led me 
to a room and took my picture 
Then he told me to sign a blank 
fingerprinting form. Again I 
asked Sgt. Wilcox to let me place 












a phone call. Instead, I was 
taken back to the cell. 

I was reading an old 
newspaper on the floor of the 
john (there was no place else to 
sit), when a guard shouted, “I’m 
missing a fork. Does anyone 
have it?” No one answered. 

The guard unlocked the cell 
gate, walked up to me, and said, 
“Hey you...asshole...did you 
take the fork?” I looked up at 
him and refused to answer. 

They set a bail of $350 on 
me, I learned. But | had not 
been able to phone out and tell 
my friends | had been jailed. 
What then was the purpose of 
setting bail? 

In the ineantime, the deputy 
sheriff who had brought me 
from the shopping center to the 
county jail had gotten a special 
written order for my 
from his supervisor. Evidently a 
patrolman from a_ different 
department had told his 
supervisor about ny arrest. 

So I was taken from the cell, 
given my clothes, allowed to 
dress, and ordered back to the 
front desk. The patrolman 
explained he was getting me out 
and that the trespassing charge 
would he dropped

fingerprinting technician did not 
agree. He stormed over and said, 
“Holstrom is getting his finger 


prints. He’s not going 
anywhere.” 
But the patrolman took 


charge and my belongings were 
returned. I thanked him for 
what he had done. Sgt. Wilcox 
said, “Get him out of here.” 

The largest of the booking 
officers trotted over, butted me 
as though he were practicing on 
a football dummy, pulled my 
arm behind my back, and 
pushed me through the door. 

Since then, the Director of 
the Peace Center, Joe Walker, 
and I have spoken with Sheriff 
Lowe and Inspector Parsons 
about my arrest Parsons’ 
comment was, “Holstrom has 
gotten what was coming to 
him.” 

Lowe told us he would have 
his men look into my charges of 
mistreatment and turned the 
matter over to Parsons. I felt 
that Lowe was indifferent and 
unconcerned about my charges. 

I'm a free man again and I 
know I got off lightly. What 
would ! have had “coming to 
me” if I hud not been a student 
and had been from a minority 
group?
